The total 
number of towns is 46 and their population is 0,194 thousands. 
13ius 02 % of the total nnmhet of towns representing 56% of 
the total population is oovered. The numbers of births and 
deaths recorded in these towns were 1,680 and 781 repre- 
senting birth and death rates of 35*7 and 14* 1 per thousand 
of population respectively. 

No town recorded a high death rate of 00 or over 
per thousand of population.
